The Dwelling and Barn Were Also

A dlsastrousjfire occurred last night 


at the home and nursery of James J. 
McManmon in Brpokslde, Dracul, and 
before tho flames were extinguished 
Iho well appointed residence of the lo- 
cal florist and his barn, were entire- 
ly destroyed, while the nursery and 
stock were badly damaged.

Is estimated at ahout S20.000- 
How the fire started is not known,

through an overheated -boiler in the 
cellar o£ the house. When the flames 
were discovered a hurried call was 
sent to tho local fire department,-but 
Chlet Sounders absolutely refused to. 
allow hla men to go-to the scene of 
the conflagration, giving for1 reasons 
that tho city could notvrqpiain 'with- 
out protection, and also, that the.trip 
to Brooksldo would be a hazardous 
one on the ' part ot the .members, of 
^lie department on account of the dark, 
sjjppery- roadR. Asa last appeal Mayor 
Murphy"was called up by telephone, but 
after'tho'ienter-magistrate-had talked 
the matter over with the chief, he de- 
cided not to fake, a hand In the mat- 
ter. 


A 
call 
for 
volunteers was sent 


through the town and in a short time 
over 100 men had responded and all 
worked strenuously, but their efforts 
proved fruitless inasmuch as they were 
not equipped with the prop'er appara- 
tus, and they had much difficulty • In 
getting water, the only resource be- 
ing- the driven well and the brook run- 
ning alongside of the- house. 
It was 


a hopeless task to battlo a fire under 
such conditions, but nevertheless all 
the men worked hard and showed great 
courage in their efforts "to fight the 
flames. 
The' housekeeper 
and 
the 


children, who were In the house, Mr. 
and Mrs. McMsnmon being in the city 
at the time, were safely removed to 
a neighboring dwelling, hut the exit 
from .the burning house was a. hurried 
one, for; some;of/the. chil.dren':>v|re .In 
bed an.dV.th.eVwere forced;.to.-rush, out 
In their night clotlies. 


Shortly after 7 o'clock the house- 


keeper saw a sheet of flames burst 
from- the cellar, ,and realised,, for the 
first time tliat a" fire had started;. She 
dressed tho little -ones',-pulling them 
out -of bed, Hnrt hurried lo'.-.'ti neigh- 
bor's house, where site' gave the alarm. 
Mr. McMarimon was notified ;"by ' tele- 


phone that his property was afire and 
he hurried to the scene. It was then 
that a futile call was sent to the lo- 
cal department 
The alarm was sent 


all over the town and in a short timo 
'several members of the Dracut de- 
partment arrived on the scene with 
several volunteers, armed with hand 
pumps and buckets. 'They 'got busy, 
but although they worked hard their 
efforts were fruitless. 
It is believed 


that had an adequate lire apparatus 
been on hand the 
(barn and green- 


houses could have been saved. 


Tho barn was soon a sheet of flames 


and pretty soon the roof of the house 
fell: in .with a crash and a few min- 
utes later the roof of the barn fol- 
lowed. The flames spread to the nurs- 
erv and in order to check its-spread a 
charge of dynamite uas exploded near 
the centre of the wood 
and" glass 


bullding'and with the untiring efforts 
of the volunteer firemen the fire was 
checked, but not before considerable 
damage- had. been caused to- the green 
h o u s e ' a n d ~ H? contents. 
There was 


considerable livestock-. Ill'the barn, but 
fortunately. all-were saved. --The loss 
is estimated at about. ?2(i,000, partly 
covered .by insurance.

port. "Wisconsin Is a lending example 
of the one and Rhode Island of the 
other. Wisconsin, by its income tax 
law, 
centralized Its administration of 


assessments and successfully reached 
Intangible property without employing 
the classification method. Rhode Island 
h;is adopted the classification method 
under which selected classes are sep- 
arated from tlie general property of the 
tit ate, and each related class is taxed 
at a rate which differs from the gen- 
eral property tax rate. 


"Legislation with respect to the es- 


tates of non-resident decedents is also 
noteworthy. By reason of the lacik of 
uniformity of state laws, such estates 
arc some-times subject to taxation three, 
and even four limes. 
Massachusetts, 


hr.wever, has recognixed the principle 
of tax EUR 
such 
property but 
once, 


namely, by taxing the real estate only. 
Personality is not taxed, since 14>uch 
property usually passes in accordance 
with the Iniv of the Jurisdiction where 
the decedent'was domiciled.

If the manure 
Is thrown into the yard, outsldo of the- 
barn, and especially where the water 
from the eaves may fall upon it, a 
larg-e amount of its plant food is Io3t 
in leaching-. The percentage may ran go 
all the way from 25 to 50 per cent,, 
depending- upon the length of time it 
is exposed. On tho other hand, If It la 
placed Jet a tight recepta'clc and fer- 
mentation prevented very Ilttlo loss to 
the farmer results. 


Practically none of the fertility- of 


the manure is lost when applying It to 
the field, unless the land Is hilly, in 
which case heavy rains, may wash. 
away some of the nutrients. The ele- 
ments of plant food do not pass off 
until the manure ferments, and- this 
will all bo saved if Ute manure is 
drawn directly to. the field.
